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THIS IS A WARNING to the Caley workers. Don’t 
put your trust in the T.U.C. If the Springburn 
Labour Party give you the same support as they 
gave the miners you’ve lost already. 

At Springburn Shopping Centre the only official 
collectors were two Labour Party members out of 
at least 50—100 members. There was one from 
the Caley works, one miner from the Cardowan 
Strike Centre.

Many trade unionists really believe 
this claptrap. They’re not stupid 
though, some of the speakers even 
believed their speeches. But all 
were brainwashed over the years to 
think that the only positive action to 
be taken is Vote Labour at Elections, 
listen to and follow your shopstew- 
ards. To do anything different like 



The only way of saving the Caley 
is for the workers to organise them- 
selves. Disregard all politicians and 
officials when they feel they are 
being misled , by accident or design. 
The workers must act themselves 
even if Shop stewards committees 
don’t approve. 

They can occupy works and stop 
all products leaving and entering 
works. This is where the local pop- 
ulation can help. They can help get 
food to the occupying workers. For 
example, buy 10 p of food for every 
£1 of food spent on the family. When 
enough food is collected, give to the 
workers. Make sure it is food which 
can keep like dried milk, tea, coffee, 
bread, margarine, canned food. 

This would be real action against 
closures. This action could be taken 
when any work anywhere is threatened.

Springbum people can help also in 
miners action. After all the miners 
and Caley workers are fighting the 
same war. The war to earn wages to 
feed their family. 

1 don’t agree 10 0% with the miners 
and Caley workers ‘right to work’. 

By this I mean we should all be cam- 
paigning for THE RIGHT TO A 
DECENT STANDARD OF LIVING. 
Regardless of whether they are work- 
ing or not. We all need a roof over 
our heads. We all need food and drink. 
Whether we, have money or not. It’s a 
matter of life and death for all people 
and their kids... not the profitability 
Of capitalism. 


The obscenity of Capitalism in 
Glasgow is illustrated in the follow- 
ing examples: 

ONE COMPANY controls at least 
75% of all milk supplies in Glasgow. 
ONE COMPANY controls at least 
70-80% of all bread supplied in 
Glasgow. 

65% OF FOOD SHOPS in Glasgow 
are owned by one grocery chain. 

Why should we, the citizens of 
Glasgow, put up with this. A possible 
answer is printed in another article 
in this newssheet. 

You may be wondering what this 
has to do with the Caley closure. 

It is very relevant by the fact that 
it is the capitalists’ greed which 
insists on profit that demands the 
Caley must close despite the destr- 
uction of community life in Springbura 
They also demand the power to dec- 
ide whether the people of Glasgow 
starve or not based on their profit 
level. 

You may be asking what can be 
done about this. This is what can be 
done. 

FIND OUT why private enterprise 
controls Springburn Shopping Centre. 
Surely our ‘socialist’ councillors 
could have insisted that the Centre 
should be turned into community 
shops where food could be bought 
at wholesale prices. 

FIND OUT why our ‘socialist’ coun- 
cillors put their faith in capitalism 
and not the community. 

FIND OUT why the motorway was 
put in place of a living community, 
and why Springburn Councillors and 
MPs allowed the destruction. 

Voting against them won’t help... 
they will only be replaced by other 
puppets for capitalism to control. 

So don’t vote, act against capital- 
ism and its puppets. Glasgow Distr- 
ict Council owes millions to the 
bankers... so how can they fight 
them. IT’S UP TO US TO FIGHT 
THEM. START NOW. 




IT'S YOUR SPRINGBURN ! 


HAVE YOU EVER WONDERED about 
why Springburn has boen decimated? 

What have you done about it? Perhaps 
you joined a community council or 
tenants association. Maybe you har- 
angued your district or regional coun- 
cillor. You may even have sought 
help from your MP or even let them 
and other officials organise petitions 
and campaigns with your help and 
support. 

Have you ever really thought about 
what you have done or are doing? 

Do you really think a Labour govern- 
ment or Council will save Springburn, 
even when Labour Councillors have 
lorded over the destruction of Spring- 
burn ? Labour MPs have made clever 
speeches while Springburn crumbled 
into empty spaces and became a moto* 
way. 

There is no need to stand by help- 
less while this is happening. You 
can unite with neighbours on an equal 
basis to fight against cuts in Hospit- 
als, schools, nurseries, community 
centres, shops and libraries. You can 
tell local authority run and controlled 
community councils where to go, 
tenants associations committees to 
really help communities and not stifle 
their actions. Tell Councillors, MPs 
and bureaucrats you can organise 
without their help. 

Unite 


Forget ‘committee efficiency’, take 
joint action with your neighbours and 
unite with other housing schemes and 
areas. 

Only local people can organise to- 
wards their own social aims. Only the 
people know what lowers their hous- 
ing standards and needs. Only the 
people know where transport and 
shopping facilities should be placed. 
It’s THEY who suffer when things are 
cut or badly planned. Help make a 
free and REAL community fightback 
possible. 

Don’t set up committees, as even 
well-meaning committees can believe 
they are the only voice of the comm- 
uni ty . 

The youth population can also be 
part of Springburn activities as they 
will have to campaign for youth club 
facilities. 

The pensioners who are able to can 
also unite with the youth for the same 
reasons. 

Children under 13 years old also 
need leisure places such as parks 
and piaycentres. That is where par- 
ents can help in activities. They can 
alsoJt ; ji the action and the battle for 
these places. 

The parents themselves need leis- 
ure places. Pubs and Bookie shops 
are not enough. Bingo Halls are not 


enough. Springburn can support at 
least one cinema, one theatre. Every 
housing scheme and area can support 
at least one genuine community shop 
where food and household needs can 
be bought and sold at wholesale 
prices. All that’s needed is someone 
or some people to add up and order 
a total of say a total of 100 or even 
100 0 homes shopping lists and make 
a standing order with large wholesale 
companies. Bakers and Dairymen. 
They can even organise their own 
Bakeries, Dairies, Wholesale stores 
if they set their minds to it, and why 
not set up their own clothes and shoe 
shops while they’re at it? They can 
even organise themselves together as 
handymen in all ways according to 
their hobbies. 

The unemployed can dig gardens 
for the disabled and elderly. The 
children can shop for the disabled 
and elderly. Minor repairs can be or- 
ganised on a similar basis for the 
whole community. Bus runs can be 
organised, childrens parties can be 
organised. Joint baby-sitting can be 
organised in order to let parents have 
some time to themselves. 

For example if Springburn action 
groups had been set up perhaps they 
could have run campaigns to save 
jobs in Springburn with and without 
the help of shopstewards committees. 

This can still be done. So let’s all 
organise together and have a real 
community, before it’s too late to do 
anything.

CLYDESIDE ANARCHISTS, C^M6^3, 
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THE STARS IN THIS SHOW are the 
Planners. They design houses with 
cost in mind. It was they who de- 
signed High Rise flats, with tiny 
kitchens fit only for dolls houses. 
The people who work in these kit- 
chens don't find them amusing... 

Cold concrete built these build- 
ings. I wouldn't call them homes. 

To be a real home means creating 
humanity and compassion. They 
consist of long dull depressing 
corridors, with wooden portals. 

Ihese portals' lead to tiny alcoves 
with 3 or 4 smaller cells, akin to 
monks cells in the middle ages, 
except that they don’t have the 
warmth of a monks cell. Instead 
they are sober, devoid of character. 

Inside these cells the inhabitants 
were once cheery people who con- 
versed together and once had social 
intercourse. They once lived in 
cozy tenements . All the tenements 
were not so cozy though. Some had 
dampness. Some let in the rain. But 
that could be fixed provided the 
factor was willing to do repairs.
